NEW RURAL ROUTE RULINGS. 


T h * Following Rulings Have Been 
Letely Sent Out by the Poet- 
ofltoe Department: 
^, 
On end after July I, 190(5, 
paeo n s of tho rural delivery service 
twill be required to display signals on 
tbei-r taxes when they leave mail in 
the rn for carriers to collect, as, atter 
that date, carriers, when serving their 
RBh'Ute*, will uot be required to open 
and examine any mail boxes except 
those to which they have mail to de­ 
liver aud these on 
which 
signals 
are displayed to indicate there is 
mail for carriers to collect. 
2. 
Those patrons whose boxes are 
not provided with signals must attach 
thereto some device which, when dis­ 
played, will plainly show passing 
carriers there is mail to ta collected. 
It is not necessary that such device 
shall ta complicated or costly;a very 
simple arrangement will answer the 
purpose. 
3. 
Carriers must lower *he signals 
on taxes after collections, provided 
no mail is left therein; and must dis­ 
play the signals when they deposit 
mail for patrons, unless the patrons 
have made request to the contrary.

The rescue of fishes from the 
sloughs formed by the overflow 
of the Illinois and 
Mississippi 
rivers has b**en in the last year 
conducted by the bureau of fish­ 
eries on a larger scale than here 
tofore, according to 
the 
New 
York 
Tribune. 
These 
sloughs, 
says the commissioner, 
become 
entirely dry in sum m er or, with 
the high tem p e ratu re of the wa 
ter, fill with a rank grow th of 
vegetation which 
sm others 
the 
fish. 
In 
w inter 
they 
Thus the fish in them must per­ 
ish 
unless 
removed, 
and 
the 
work of the bureau consists in 
seining these overflowed places 
and transferring the fish to su it­ 
able 
waters. 
Millions 
of 
fish 
have thus been rescued and re­ 
turned to the rivers, and large 
numbers ar** retained for d istri­ 
bution by the car and messenger 
service to applicants all over the 
country, these sloughs being one 
of the chief sources of supply for 
large mouth bass, crappie and 
sunfish. 
In Heptemtar, 1904, a crew of 
the employes of the Bellevue, la., 
station engaged in rescuing food 
and game fishes from the over­ 
flowed islands adjoining the Mis 
sisslppi in 
J o Daviess 
county, 
Illinois, were set ujion by the 
sheriff of that county, subjected 
to m any indignities and im pris­ 
oned over night in wet clothes. 
Tile alleged gronnd for this a r ­ 
rest was violation of the sta te 
law. although, as a m atter 
of 
fa rt, the bureau was operating 
in strict accordance with the law. 
and this was well known to the 
sheriff. 
As J o Daviess county. 
which extends for about 35 miles 
along t t a river in the vicinity of 
Dubuque. la - com prises a long 
stretch of low islands, swamps, 
etc., o s which a r e hundreds of 
shallow lakes and pools made by 
the overflow w a te r from the Mis­ 
sissippi river, it is th e best field 
on the upper Mississippi for the 
bureau's work, and on account of 
this fact t t a special 
collecting 
station, was established at Belle­ 
vue some years ago. 
TI e-re are 
not m any overflow lakes on the 
Iowa side of 
t t a river 
within 
easy reach of th e statio n, and if 
the bureau is 
prevented 
from 
takin g fish from the Illinois side 
the work will be seriously crip­ 
pled in future and will probably 
have to ta* abandoned.
